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ELECTION 


A close race for two selectman 
positions ended in a heartpounding 
fight to the finish at Saturday's town 
election. 

What first appeared to be a skin-of- 
the-teeth victory for veteran select- 
man Dan Gillis became a landslide 
win for Aldo Caira when a recount 
revealed an error in the tally. 

Tt appeared that an adding machine 
had inadvertantly not been cleared 
belore beginning the count of Gillis’ 
votes. The original announcement 
gave Gillis 1606 votes to Caira’s 1602. 
After discovery of the error, however, 
the count was amended to read Caira 
1602, Gillis 1306, giving Caira second 
place among four candidates seeking 
two three year terms 

Finishing first was Rocco DePas- 
quale with 1750 votes. 

Madelyn McKie finished fourth with 
1211 votes. Appointed to the board of 
selectmen in November, McKie was 
making her second elective bid for the 
office of selectman 

‘Three years ago, when incumb ats 
in the race were elected, the tally 
ran: Gillis 1833, Caira '1648, McKie 
1469 and Pauline Cola 209, with 680 
blanks. 

Robert Cain, running unopposed for 
the one-year term on the board of 
selectmen, drew more votes than any 
other candidate in the election, with 
2056, There were 1130 blanks and one 
write-in, 

The seat taken by Cain was vacated 
by: Jima Miceli.in November, after he 


had defeated Cain in a summer con- . 


test for the state representative post 
formerly held by Cain's late father. 
Gillis, who has spent 23 years in 


town politics, says he will not run 
again. He said he believed he had 
been able to accomplish a few things 
in his two terms as selectman and 
would now stay home and enjoy his 
swimming pool 

In the race for two school com- 
mittee spots, Paul Washburn topped 
the ticket with 1879 votes. Incumbent 
Jay Tighe ran a close second with 1836 
votes. Phil Fenton, a newcomer to 
town politics, finished third with 1300 
votes, 

In a bid for the Housing Authority 
chairmanship, incumbent George 
Hooper trounced challenger Elmer 
Parker, drawing 1860 votes to 
Parker's 924.

Articles 39 & 40 
A MODEST PROPOSAL 


Changing the Zoning By-Laws at the 
Annual Town Meeting has never been 
easy in Wilmington. This year is no excep- 
tion! 


Aiticle 39, in this year’s Town Meeting, 
is an attempt to add to the By-Laws a sec- 
tion allowing slightly greater density than 
is presently allowed. The change is not 
great - four dwellings per acre with ap- 
propriate protected open spaces. 


The article, if passed would provide 
that areas of the town consisting of 10 
acres or more could be developed accor- 
ding to a type of zoning called Planned 
Residential Development. Each site would 
have to be presented to the Town Meeting 
for approval and even after that, strict 
guidelines for procedures to obtain per- 
mits are built into the By-Low. 


There are many advantages to the 
Town from a development of this type. 
First, a homeowner's association has to be 
formed and incorporated. This association 
would be financially responsible for all 
trash and garbage collection, all snow 
removal, maintenance of the open spaces 
on the site, and for all exterior 
maintenance of the buildings. The 
residents would pay a monthly fee for 
these services and still pay toxes to the 

Article 39 provides that 35% of 
any PRD site would have to be open 
spaces. In a conventional subdivision site 
all land is utilized for lots. 


Article 40 asks the townspeople to ap- 
prove a 21% acre site at the north west 
junction of Rte. 62 and Rte. 93 in North 
Wilmington for Planned Residential 
Development. If approved this does not 
allow construction to begin; all it allows 
that if all the stipulations in Article 39 are 
adhered to, the Planning Board may ap- 
prove the site plans. Many controls are 
provided and strict guidelines for permits 
are built in. 


If | receive more than a two-thirds on 
both Articles, | plan to apply for a permit 
to construct Townhouse Condominiums on 
the site. | have a contract with an 
Architectural-Land Planning Firm, named 
Arrowstreet, Inc. of Cambridge, Mass. 
They are a nationally recognized firm and 


have the ability to design the site and the 
unit plans in a creative and functional 
manner, taking into consideration the 
needs of the residents in: relationship to 
the existing environment. 


We have preliminary plans for seventy 
units, consisting of approximately forty 2 
bedroom dwellings, twenty 1 bedroom 
dwellings and possibly 10 units with 3 
bedrooms. Each unit would have o built- 
in garage and have approximately 1000 
square feet on the first floor, consisting of 
a kitchen, dining area, living room, den, 
laundry room and mechanical area. The 
plans for the second floor would vary ac- 
cording to the number of bedrooms in 
each unit. There will be detailed plans 
and miniature models available for in- 
spection at the Town Meeting. 


In summation, what | have proposed is 
@ compromise between huge apartment 
complexes and conventional style hous- 
ing. | feel that the need for this style of 
housing reflects changing life styles in our 
society. Younger couples are not having 
the number of children they once did, and 
more often than not, both are working. 
They are not content to pay rent for ten 
years and just have a handful of paid 
receipts to show for their efforts. The 
Townhouses would be privately owned 
and the equity would be realized by the 
homeowner. 


Older couples, many on fixe 
watch their hard earned saving: 
by spiraling property taxes and inflation. 
Many of these people desire smaller 
quarters where their heating and electric 
bills would be much less and whe 
meintenance is not a problem. Judging 
from the telephone falls | have receive 
jents of Wilmington are in- 
owning a Townhouse Con- 
dominium.
